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Off-Road World 
Championship

RIVERSIDE, CA, AUG. 25 


Las Vegans Kevin Davis and Lenny Giger led 
the way for the motorcycles in the BFGoodrich/ 
SCORE Off-Road World Championship, win- 
ning the two fastest classes. Davis won overall 


in both races with his 450cc 
Maico and held off a second 
moto challenge by David Gerig 
to take the Class 22 (Open) win, 
while Kawasaki-mounted Giger 
finished second to Team Honda's 
Marty Tripes in Class 21 (250cc) and 
won the second moto after Tripes 
suffered a bad crash. 

Other class winners were Rick Stout 
in Class 20 (125cc), Charles Conway in 
Class 30 (riders over age 30), and 
David Miller in Class 38 (riders over 
age 38). 


All motorcycles ran together in two 
races of 20-24 miles in length. The 
approximately two-mile course was 
laid out in front of Riverside Inter- 
national _Raceway’s large turn six 
grandstands. 

Delays in track preparation and 
qualifying for one of the four-wheel 
classes led the first moto to be delayed 
by about an hour. The second race, 
the final one in Saturday's program, 
finished after the sun had set. 

Compounding the problem of 
delayed races was delayed scoring. 
Apparently, part of the problem 


stemmed from the numbering system. 
The Class 22 machines carried 
numbers 1-50, black numerals on 
white backgrounds, while Class 21 
competitors were assigned numbers 
above 50, white on a black 
background. Class 20 riders repeated 
the 1-50 numerals, this time with 
black numbers on yellow 
backgrounds. Add to this Class 30 (50 
and above, white on red) and Class 38 
(1-50, red on white) and it apparently 
soon degenerated into a scorers’ 
nightmare. Unofficial results were not 
released until 8 p.m. Sunday night. ` 
Davis, riding a Bill Hill’s Vegas 
Cycle Center/Duralube-sponsored 
Maico 450 Magnum, needed just half 
a lap to establish himself in the lead, 


as Class 22 was the first of five waves to” 


start in 10-second intervals. Jeff 
Jennings (Suz) took the early lead in 
Class 21 and Paul Emerson (Hon) did 
the same in Class 20. Dave Wood 
(Yam) and Kenneth Thorall (Yam) 
took holeshots in Classes 30 and 38, 
respectively. 





Davis led David Gerig’s Escondido ©

They were followed by Mike Sixbery ~

Jennings still led the quarter liter 
class and was pursued by Charles Welk 
(Yam), Giger, Chris Howard (Mai) 
and Marty Tripes. 

Action among the small-bores still 
saw Emerson in the lead, with Stout 
and his Riverside Suzuki-sponsored, 
DG-prepped RM125N in second. 
Scott Coutts (Hus) held third in front 
of Marv Chapman. In Class 30, Lon 
Peterson had taken over first, leading 
Ron Bishop (C-A) and Wood. Hoyt 
Statham and David Miller were the 
first of the Class 38 riders to complete 
a lap. 

Jennings’ race came to a conclusion 
on lap two when the rear tire lost its air 
supply and he ended up chugging 
back to the pits. Welk inherited the 
class lead. 

While Davis and Gerig continued 
out front, Tarling thumped his way 
past Sixbery to take over third. Tripes 
was now leading the 250cc racers, with 
Giger and Welk in his wake. Emerson 
still led the 125cc ranks, with 
Chapman putting Stout back to third 
for the meantime. In Class $0, Charlie 
Conway (KTM) was now the closest 
one to leader Bishop; and in Class 38, 
Miller had passed Statham for the 
lead. 

Tripes continued cutting a swath 
through the Open class riders who'd 
started in front of him, moving into 
sixth overall as they approached the 
halfway point in the 10-lap race.

Breaking the news to the world’s 
press, 500cc World Champion Kenny 


Roberts, spokesman for the group, 
said that the riders, like him, were fed 
up with risking their necks for next to 
nothing. 


Final details of the World Series are ` 


still being hammered out, but the 
riders say that several circuits have in- 
dicated that they are prepared to put 
up the $200,000 purse to stage a 
round. 

The 40 contracted riders, including 
names like Roberts, Virginio Ferrari, 
Barry Sheene, Wil Hartog, Franco 


Uncini, Kork Ballington; Gregg Han- 
sford and Boet van Dulmen, will com- 
pete in either the 500cc class, called 
Formula One, or the 250cc event to be 
known as Formula Two. 

Ten non-contracted riders will be 
invited to participate in each event, 
with qualifying heats to decide the 
finalists and supporting events at the 
promoters’ discretion filling up the rest 
of the day's program.

19 


Eighteen-year-old Dede Cates rode flawlessly 
to secure the number one plate at the Women’s 
Motocross Nationals held at Carlsbad Inter-

Cates scored three wins and a 


.second in the four motos that 


determined the overall Expert 
champion on a center-port works 
250cc Honda and a two-day old 1980 
Suzuki RM125. 

Kawasaki provided the bikes for 
runner-up Barbara Spielman, The 


. transplanted Californian now living in. 
‘Illinois hadn't raced ‘or- ridden in 


almost a year, so she came’ to 
California a week before the Nationals 


“to practice.” 


Defending champ Carey - Steiner 
overcame spills and other setbacks to 
garner third on her Western Wheels/ 
MXL/D&J/KRW_ Helmets-sponsored 
Yamahas. 

Though very light and joking off the 
track, “Elbows” Cates showed she 
meant business from the very 
beginning of the first 125cc Expert 
moto by catapulting out of the gate 
and into the lead halfway down the 
start straight. 

That was the closest anybody got to 


the Q&E Cycle-sponsored rider as she 
put on‘an unrelenting charge to the 
checkered. 


Spielman rode second the whole way, 


aboard Gaylon Mosier's. old factory 
flier.

Holman managed to hold off Cates 
until lap eight when Cates zipped past 
just before the ledge. Cates rode the 
rest of the moto unchallenged. 

While this went on, Spielman was 
making an astounding comeback after ` 
a first lap mishap that left her far 
behind. 

Midway through the moto after 
Helms retired, she climbed into fourth 
and zeroed in on Steiner. After forging 
by her, Spielman kept pressing in 
order to catch Holman. 

Two laps from the end, though, she 
bailed coming off the jump after the 











horse shoe, letting Steiner back into 


third, 

Spielman recovered quickly and 
repassed Steiner before they got the 
white flag.

In the final Expert moto of the day, 
the 250s, Cates got her third holeshot. 
Spielman stayed right behind, though, 
and got a better drive out of the corner 
at the bottom of the downhill to fly 
into the lead. 

Cates decided to make Spielman 
work for the lead and kept close tabs 
on her. On lap four, she outbraked 
Spielman going into a turn. 

Spielman got her back, snaring first 
after the downhill again. This time she 
was the first to see the wave of the 
checkered flag as Cates settled for 
second, content in the knowledge that 
it would ensure her of the number one 
women’s plate.

The whole week of races, tours through the 
Black Hills, and partying wound down to a 
finale on Sunday afternoon. The Western Re- 
gional half mile, with rider points and $4,000 


in cash up for grabs, played to a 

record crowd of almost 7,000 

that packed the grandstand and 

lined most of the fencing. Al- 

though the rider entry was down from 
| previous years, the event was anything 
_ but boring. 

Because of a rapidly approaching 
cloud cover, the Expert feature race 
was moved ahead of the Novice and 
Junior mains. The feared rain didn’t 

_ show, but temps did cool down. 

Expert Corky Keener needed two 
shots at it, but he got the lead going 
into turn one on the restart of the 
feature after the officials ruled a 
jumped start. Keener had been third 
the first time, but made good on the 
second attempt and was never headed. 
Keener got to the final after following 
fastest qualifier Sonny Burres and Joey 
Perdue home in the first of two Expert 
heat races. Burres’ FTD time of 25.931 
bested Saturday’s Expert winner, Phil 
McDonald by .017 of a second. 

McDonald was out for a repeat 
performance on Sunday and looked to 
be on his way as he won his heat race 
over Joe Wilson and Frank Word. 
McDonald's heat was the fastest at 
2:40.733, Burres’ winning ride had 
been almost two seconds slower. 

The stage was set, but the feature 
was anticlimatic after Keener took the 
lead on the restart. The slick, almost 
concrete like surface of the track made 
corner passing out of the question and 
with the entire field covered by a less 
than two second blanket, horsepower, 
or at least usable horsepower was 
about even down the straights. 

Not that Keener was allowed to 
stroke it home. Frank Word of 
Gresham, OR, was never more than a 
few lengths back and Phil McDonald 
was pressing Word throughout the 
race. 

Joe Wilson made a late race charge 
past Sonny Burres and Joey Purdue to 
take fourth after mixing it up with 
Burres, Purdue, Thomas Berry and 
Mickey Fay (Hon) for much of the 
race. 

Fay wowed his new found fans with 
more of his slashing style and topped 
his ride off with another wheelie down 
the back straight at the end of the race 
which ended in a beautiful sliding 
donut which turned into another 
wheelie and a jump into the pits. If 
nothing else, Fay should have received 
points for style. 


James Filice (Yam) scored more 
points toward the Novice crown with an- 
other win over Brett Miller and Scott 
Adams. Filice ran off and hid while

got into second and Adams edged 
Woffard. The Adams-Woffard race 
was a repeat of the second semi; both 
riders transferred to the feature from 
the semi in which Adams had defeated 
Woffard. 

Although the Novice race was good, 
it's hard to match the sound and speed 
of four stroke 750’s with the scream of 
the two strokers. 

The final race of the day, and of 
Classic week, was the best as David 
Jones, Don Shobert and Robert 
Crabbe, all Harley mounted, and Jeff 
Haney aboard a Honda 500cc single 
fought for the Junior feature win. 
Jones had defeated Shobert on 
Saturday, while Crabbe was back in 
the pack and Haney was totally out of 
the running. But Sunday was a new 
day and Jones had to get past Shobert 
and Crabbe to win with Haney 
hanging in just a few lengths back. It 
wasn’t easy and resulted in some 
wheels within wheels in the turns and 
finally some elbow smacking on the 
front straight between Robert Crabbe 
and David Jones which Don Shobert 
took advantage of on the last lap to get 
past Crabbe.

Roberts wins British GP thriller; 
Honda’s NR500 debut flops

SILVERSTONE, ENGLAND, AUG. 12 


Yamaha’s Kenny Roberts moved one step 
closer to another World Championship title as 
Barry Sheene’s valiant efforts to win the 500cc 
race were thwarted by the unwitting action of 


George Fogarty in the closing 
stages of the thrilling 28-lap 
battle. 

Sheene was hard on the heels 


of race leader and eventual winner 
Roberts when the pair came up to lap 
Fogarty at Woodcote. 

The American was able to move 
ahead, passing the experienced Lan- 
castrian on the inside, but Sheene had 
to go around, and lost 150 yards. 

It looked all over, but so determined 
to win was Sheene that he broke the 
lap record on the final lap, and was 
just three hundredths of a second 
behind Kenny at the line. 

Barry tried all he knew, and even 
took to the grass in his efforts to snatch 
the win he wanted, and perhaps even 
deserved. 

“Once I lost all that ground after we 
passed Fogarty I thought I'd blown it. 
But really the mechanics deserved a lot 
of the credit. The bike was handling so 
badly in practice, and they all worked 
through the night to put it right,” said 
Sheene after the race. 

For Roberts and his pit crew it was a 
long, and nail-biting race. On the 
warm-up lap his Yamaha engine had 


blown an oil seal, and the only thing to 
do in the short time available on the 


` grid was to push it back, wipe the oil 


off the tire, and hope for the best. 

Their luck held out, but if the bike 
had. blown the seal again then it would 
have been a very different story. 

But though the problem did not 
recur, Roberts was in trouble 
throughout the race as a direct result 
of his warm-up lap misfortune. 

“I was so jurnpy about the oil that 
like a fool I started to wipe away the oil 
with my glove when I got back to the 
grid. I had problems with the oil 
making the throttle difficult to con- 
trol, but I felt all along that I could 
probably outpace the Suzukis, if I 
could stay in their draft,” said Kenny. 

Third home was Dutchman Wil 
Hartog (Suzuki), who started in typical 
lightning-fast style then faded in the 
middle of the race before making a 
determined bid in the closing stages to 
chase Roberts and Sheene home. 

Now, with just one round left, in the 
world championship, the French 
Grand Prix at Le Mans on September 
2, Roberts leads by 14 points from 
Virginio Ferrari, who finished a lowly 
fourth because “his | Suzuki“ ’ had

overheating problems that cost him a 


great deal of power throughout the 


race. 

Perhaps the Suzuki team should 
have thought about slowing down 
Sheene and Hartog to. give Ferrari a 
better chance at Le Mans. But it 
would be an optimistic man who 


thought that either rider would have ` 


taken any notice of those instructions, 
if they had come. 

Ferrari is lucky that a chance 
remains of taking the title, for Dutch- 
man Boet van Dulmen, (Suzuki) the 
winner of the Finnish GP, maintained 
his current run of success by chasing 
Ferrari home to take fifth place, only 
1.5s behind the Italian. 

If Yamaha and Suzuki can feel hap- 
py about this race, then Honda can- 
not, Only one of their two riders, 
Takazumi Katayama, managed to 
qualify officially. The other, Mick 
Grant, got his chance to race through 
the injuries to others. He was third 
reserve after the final practice session. 

Poor Mick must have wondered if 
the effort was all worth while. The 
Honda engine threw out a load of oil 
as it sped off the grid, and when Grant 
reached Copse down he went. He was 
unhurt, and so too was Steve Parrish 
who was brought down a lap later at 
the same spot on Grant's oil. 

“The marshals did not have an oil 
flag out. I was furious,” said Steve, 
who was in the leading half-dozen 
when he was brought down. 

The remaining Honda did not last 
very much longer than the first. After 
a couple of laps Katayama, who had 
been circulating at the back of the 
pack, stopped with brake problems. 

Another early retirement was 
American teenager Randy Mamola 
who quit when his Suzuki lost its front 
brake. 

Christian Sarron (Yamaha), still far 
from 100 per cent fit after fracturing a 
vertebra in the Brands Hatch F750 
round in April, was sixth over the line, 
but his teammate Johnny Cecotto tur- 
ned in yet another uninspiring per- 
formance, and his factory placing 
must be in doubt for next year. 

“Fantastic,..I’ve just realized I've 
won the 250cc World Championship 
for a second year,” said a delighted 
Kork Ballington (Kawasak) as he 
mounted the winner’s rostrum after 
scoring his second win of the day at 
Silverstone. 

In fact it was the South African 
star's fifth success in the six 250cc and 


350cc races he has contested at the , 








Northamptonshire circuit in the last 
three years. And again he shattered 
race and lap records, slicing over 2s off 
the lap time and pushing the lap speed 
up from 108.18 mph to 110.78 mph. 

The only regret Ballington had was 
that Italian Graziano Rossi (Mor- 
bidelli) had crashed while holding a 
narrow lead on the last lap. 


“Td closed up and was just behind - 


him when he went down at Club. I 
think I could have passed him but ob- 
viously I can’t say for certain,” said 
Kork. 

Despite the disappointment of 
leading all the way until he fell, Rossi 
took his last lap disaster with good 
grace: “It was the tire — and a lapped 
rider got in my way.” 

With Rossi out and Ballington the 
winner it was American teenager Randy 
Mamola (Yamaha) who won a tremen- 
dous dice to claim second spot — just 
yards ahead of last year’s winner An- 


ton Mang (Kawasaki), Australian 
Graeme McGregor (Yamaha) and 
Switzerland's Roland Freymond

TIPS on BUYING 
TIRES 
Rear tires are what are most 
often replaced, since a front 
tire should last about twice as 
long as the rear. 
For mileage, choose the widest 
tire that will fit, usually one or 
two sizes larger than stock. Be 
careful, check for clearance on 
the drive shaft or chain and 
swingarm before buying. For 
best cornering performance try 
to match the front tire with the 
rear for both width and tire de- 
sign. For straight line traction 
and/or high mileage a flat tread 
profile is best LJ. For best cor- 
nering a V-type profile is best V. 
In any case sidewall stiffness is 
important. If you can collapse 
the sidewall by squeezing it 
with one hand, chances are it 


- is not stiff enough. This is usual- 


ly a good indicator of tire hand- 
ling, for a weak sidewall will 
cause the bike to wobble around 
corners. Be wary of budget- 
priced tires and try to stick to 
well known brands. Don’t be 
afraid to ask questions — we 
can help you to make the right 
choice for your bike.

Woods wins 
Ventura qualifier

VENTURA, CA, AUG. 21 

Gene Woods made his season’s 
experience pay off as he earned 
high point honors in the first 
round of National Qualifiers on 
the % mile oval at Ventura Speedway. 
It was the most exciting night of racing 
since Bruce Penhall swept the 
program here a month ago. 

Although riding in eight of nine 
meetings at Ventura this season, and 
winning the Scratch Main last week, 
Woods had been erratic on previous 
Tuesday nights. But on the warm 
“Bastless” evening, the SoCal native 
was all business, even foregoing his 
nightly faceshield ritual. 

In his first race, Woods easily 
handled San Berdoo favorite Jim 
Fishback, who was making his 
Ventura debut, and northerner Denny 
Pyeatt after Larry Kosta went down in 
the second lap after holding an early 
lead. 

Event 10 in the second round proved 
to be the most exciting race of the 
night. Woods put on a wild display of 
crazy riding passing Mark Marriott 
once, David Sims twice, and Brad 
Oxley three times for the victory. 
Woods won easily in the semi-final 
round, taking the lead on the second 
turn. Northern California champ 
Mike Faria, finished second after 
holding off the repeated charges of 
Alan Christian. 

The suspense ended quickly in the 
final race as Woods took the lead in 
the second turn, going wide around 
Faria, and won by a comfortable 
margin. Duane Yarrow, resplendent 
in his pink and lavender leathers, took 
third. Danny McNeill in his best 
Ventura showing all season rode 
solidly all evening to take fourth. 
Noteworthy was his masterful ride in 
the second round in which he held off 
Faria for the victory. 

Northern riders were heartily 
supported by a small following of fans 
who made the trek south to cheer on 
their heroes, So boisterous were the 
northern fans, that there were actually 
empty seats behind them in the 
otherwise packed bleachers. The 
northern speedsters were more than 
respectable, placing four riders in the 
top eight point leaders. As usual, no 
warmups were allowed, with only 
Faria having ridden the track 
previously (against the Europeans in 
March). 


In contrast to the “tame” racing of 
the previous week, tonight’s action was 
fast and furious with riders falling like 
rain as is usual at Ventura. There were 
10 crashes in the first eight heats. 
Along with Kosta, Tony Briggs and 
Ascot’s own “Miracle Worker” Shawn 
Moran shared the dubious distinction 
of crashing while holding comfortable 
leads in the first round. Young Dave 
DeTemple appeared to take the 
hardest fall, landing heavily on his left 
side. 

Track experience was not really a 


“factor, underscored by the strong 


showing of the northern riders, as 
Speedway once again demonstrated its 
unpredictability. While Ventura 
regulars Woods, Christian and 
McNeill did well, others did not: Craig 
Schaeffer, John Sandona, Lou 
Lindwall, hil Gagnon, Shawn 
Moran, Tony Briggs, and Dave 
DeTemple scored poorly and they 
were eliminated in the early rounds. 

For those willing to miss “Happy 
Days,” Speedway continues in Ventura 
on Tuesday night. First race is at 8:00 
p.m. 


Woods packs 
wallop at San 
Berdoo

SAN BERNARDINO, AUG. 22 

This is a week of numbers! Thirty 
two riders will try for one of 15 
spots open for the U.S. National 
Speedway Championship sched- 
uled to be run in October. There are 
really 16 openings, with two reserves to 
be earned; a rider rep vote allowed 
current champ Mike Bast a spot. Bast 
will not compete: in the qualifying 
rounds; he has gone to the east coast to 
try to win their title, with the approval 
of riders representatives out here. 

The first of five nights of qualifying 
was run at Sacramento with Alan 
Christian leading the way with 675 
total points, John Cook, on his home 
track, earned second overall with 625 
and Duane Yarrow, a northern rider, 
held down third with 575. 

On the subject of Sacramento: I 
would like to back off on the statement 
I made about the night of qualifying a 
few Saturdays ago. It has been pointed 
out to me that any track can have a 
bad night and that the promoters of 
Cal Expo go out of their way to do 
things best for the sport. Most every 
rider who rode the qualifiers this past 
week, and who ride at Cal Expo on a 
weekly basis, took me to task. With

that much loyalty to their home track, 
and in consideration of the hard work 
put in on their behalf by the 
promoters, both north and south 
riders now say that Cal Expo was not 
any worse than the track they rode at 
Ventura. About all I can say is that it’s 
too bad that on the one night of the 
year with so much at stake, that the 
race tracks had to fall apart and the 
rules were overlooked and the riders 
came back grumbling about it. I am 
sorry. I was not at Ventura this past 
Tuesday ‘night for their round of 
qualifying, but riders from the north 
and south said it was a rough track 
and it should have been a lot better 
prepared for such an important night: 

As the whole show moved to San 
Bernardino Alan Christian was still in 
the overall lead. Duane Yarrow moved 
into second spot with Gene Woods 
taking over third. 

As the program got underway 
Wednesday night, there were a few 
changes made in the lineup because of 
Bast going east and Bob McLain out 
of the action due to his leg injury. 
Frank Adamo and Mike Peddicord 
were moved in to fill their places and 
must try to earn enough points to 
qualify in just four nights of racing. 

The points race really started to 
tighten up when Alan Christian had a 
primary chain let go. He lost out on a 
transfer spot, earning only 250 points 
for the night, which dropped him to 
fourth overall. It was a black flag for 


_ John Sandona that cost him points 


when his rear fender came loose and 
flew off. He ended the night in 15th 
place. 

Gene Woods was high point man 
with 675 points after pulling off the 
win in front of his teammate, Dave 
Sims who totaled second highest points 
for the night. The big story this year is 
how very much improved the riders 
from northern California are. Duane 
Yarrow is holding down third spot and 
also from the north, John Cook is 
sixth, Seventh qualifier, so far, is 
AMA number one rider Mike Faria; at 
this point, with two more nights of 
qualifying, three of the top 10 are 
from the north.

Speedway will be back for the final 
quarter-mile show on Thursday night, 
September 6. 


Last chance, no 
chance, and a big 

protest

COSTA MESA, AUG. 24 

The final night of National qual- 
ifying sat under a dark shadow 
when two riders were excluded 
from the competition. A lab test 
run on their fuel came back marked 
“illegal” and both Glen Hutchinson 
and Shawn Moran sat the night out. 

A written protest was filed on 
Shawn's behalf by his sponsor and he 
has assured me that in’ no way was 
there anything done to his fuel. In 
fact, three other riders. were running 
on the same can of fuel when the test 
sample was taken and nothing showed 
up on their tests. 

I received a phone call on Saturday 
from the sponsor and he had checked 
with the manufacturer of the fuel. Her 
records: show that the fuel was well 
within the legal bounds when it was 
sold. A sample is now being tested for 
a double check. After the protest was 
filed, the fuel can"was turned over to 
the AMA officials by the sponsor who’ 
insisted that a sample be taken and 
tested. You can be sure that’ this 
protest will not get swept under the 
carpet. In fact I would not be at all 
surprised to see it go all the way to 
Westerville, Ohio and the head 
officials of the AMA. And I, for one,- 
hope to see the 17-year-old “Miracle 
Worker,” Shawn Moran, race in the 
U.S. National Speedway Champion- 
ship. Eventhough he did not have a 
chance to add more points to his total, 
he still ended up 10th in total points. 
If they win the protest, he will be 
seated in the National. 

Glen Hutchinson took a different 
protest approach when he tried to 
push his way onto the track when it 
was his turn to ride. He was forcefully 
stopped and told to pack it up and 
move out. 

The last chance to earn points 
toward the championship saw many 
top riders in the southland give way to 
super talent that had come down from 
the four tracks in'‘northern California. 

I must tip my hat to their ability; 
half of them only see the tracks down 
here once a year. They have improved 
so much that four of their group of 10 
made it into the National and both the 
reserve riders are from the north. 

Outstanding rides turned in all week 
by Duane Yarrow, from the 
Sacramento area, put him in the 
number one spot for the title event in 
October. Yarrow racked up 2,175 
points to Alan Christian’s second place 
finish of 2,150. And if you want to say 
something about out-of-towners, take 
a look at the third spot earned by Tony 
Briggs from Christchurch, New 
Zealand with 2,025 total points. 

When the Friday night show got 
underway, Dan McNeill was the points 
leader going’ into the night's 
competition.: McNeill has been riding 
under a threat of disqualification for 
any contact after a run of bad luck 
earlier, in the season when he was 
involved in several pileups that were 
put on his shoulders. So, he. has 
become the true gentleman of the 
sport, giving everyone a lot of racing 
room so no one can point a finger at 











him. His safe style has cost him points 
all through the qualifying rounds and 
the fact that he ended up fourth in 
overall: points is accredited to his 
racing skill. Gene Woods earned fifth 
and will hold up the family name in 
the old Bast-Woods race for the title. 
His older brother, Rick, won the title 
several times. In fact, the. only names 


“that show up in the record book are 


Rick Woods, Steve Bast, and his 
younger brother, current Champ Mike 
Bast. 


Sixth in total points was Dave Sims; 
in seventh place is John Sandona. 
Eighth is the AMA number one plate 
holder, Mike Faria. Ninth place also 
went to a northern rider, John Cook. 
John has put in several weeks of racing 
on the southern California tracks and 
could.very well be the turning point in 
this year’s contest. : 

From here on down, there could be 
changes made in the lineup for the 
finals. Tenth spot was earned by 
Shawn Moran, but if his protest does 
not hold up, everyone will move up 
one slot. 

Denny Pyeatt totaled 1,300 points to 
hold down-11th; Brad Oxley, Larry 
Kosta, Mark Marriott, Leni Faas and 
Mike Bast make up the remaining 
riders for the National, with Charlie 
Morse first reserve and Tom Ferris 
second reserve. 

Here's one more -point that really 
has not been brought up about Mike 
Bast getting seated in the Nationals: 
In most motorsports, for one reason or 
another, drivers or riders are granted a 
spot in some eyents because of other 
race events taking precedent over a 
qualifying or practice event. In most 
cases, that rider is given the last spot in 
the starting lineup, not the top spot. If 
Mike is seated in last, or 16th place, he 
would not be in the qualifying rounds 
for the world title that will be held at 
Anaheim in November. At this time 
only the top 12 in total points earned 
in the past five nights of qualifying for 
the U.S. title are eligible. Of course, 


there is a chance that the top 12 in the ° 


U.S. National may be the guys going 
for the world qualifier. This point has 
been kicked back and forth several 
times, with the final word coming out 
both ways. In fact, the question was 
again raised as late as Friday night just 
before the final rounds of qualifying 
got underway. The answer at that time 
was “We'll let you know later.” This 
caused a lot of grumbling because it 
looked like someone wanted to see if 
the guys that they wanted to be in the 
event would do well tonight. If not, 
let's go the other way — if the guys we 
want to do better in the national, then 
we'll use them. This is not just 
something that I have picked up out of 
the air, but it comes from the feelings 
of more than half the riders I talked 
to. There were a lot of names tossed 
around as the group called “the chosen 
few.” At this time I would be doing the 
sport an injustice to list them, but it 
sure would be nice to see the guys who 
earn the right to represent the United 
States get the chance to do so. 

Just as soon as Cycle News gets the 
official word on which group will race 
in the world qualifier, (A) the top 12 
from the U.S. qualifier, or (B) the top 
12 from the National, we'll put it in 
print. Also, just as soon as the final 
word comes down on the fuel protest, 
whichever way it goes, we'll let you 
know. e

Dale again at 
Corona MX

CORONA, CA, AUG. 17 

Suzuki West’s Craig Dale re- 
turned to the top of the 125cc 
Pro class at Corona Raceway 
last Friday with a knockout 1-1 
score. All night the only rider who 
seemed able to even stay with Dale was 
Riverside Suzuki’s Rick Stout, but a 
first moto crash gave him a sixth in 
that_round, making his second moto 
charge only a slight inconvenience to 
Dale instead of a major threat. z 


Dale was on top right from the start 
of the first race with Rick Rodgers 
(Kaw) and Juan Benavidez (Yam) in 
tow. But it only took Dale a half lap to 
establish himself unquestionably in 
command. The only real action was in 
the rear of the pack where both Stout 
and Danny Burtt (Suz) were moving 
through traffic. By the end of the race 
Burtt was in fourth while Stout, still 
hurting from his crash in the early 
laps, was sixth. 

Dale won with a strong lead over 
Benavidez and Bill Chapin (Hon) and 
when he shot off the line for the second 
time it was clear that he intended to do 
the same thing again. This time, 
however, Stout was right on his tail 
and the two of them soon disappeared 
from the rest of the pack. All the way 
Stout kept Dale on the ball, but he was 
never able to’ make an attempt at 
taking the lead for himself. At the 
finish there were only about two bike 
lengths between the riders while 
Chapin again took third and Burtt, 
who rode the last few laps with a broken 
swingarm pivot bolt, was fourth. 
Overall, 
Stout. . ° 

Marty Miller (Suz) was top „man in 
the -250cc Pro class. He led the first 
moto almost from flag to flag, with 
only Kenny Zahrt’s brief challenge on 
the fourth lap to worry him. Zahrt was 
actually in the lead himself for a few 
seconds before crashing and dropping 
back to fifth. In the next round Miller 


took it easy in third place: while -Zahrt - 


Chapin was second over 


and John Greenway (Hon) diced for 
the lead.. Greenway won that moto, 
but still got second overall behind 
Miller. Dave Fernandez (Yam) made 
his 2-4 score good for third ahead of 
Zahrt. 

The hottest of the sportsmen races is 
almost always the 250cc Intermediate 
class. In the first division, Jerry Ebling 
took his Rincon Kawasaki into an early 
lead, but a crash took him out of the 
action and put KTM-mounted Dave 
Chavez in control. Scott Lantz (Hon) 
was second ahead of Tom Hodgin 
(Suz), Craig Fisher (Suz) and Steve 
Klunke (Hus). The next round saw 
Chavez again in front, but this time it 
was Hodgin who gave him a run with 
Gary Sherman (Yam), Klunke and 
Ebling, who crashed again, filing in 
behind. Division two had a split 
decision with Rick. Harris (Yam) 
winning one moto, Barbara Spielman 
(Kaw) winning the other and Wayne 
Yarnell (Suz) getting the overall. 


Harris edged Spielman out of the 


second spot.

Riding by himself in third all this 
time was Robert Reisinger (Kaw) while 
a ways behind were Tim Lunde (Yam) 
and Kirk Grissom (Hon).

Miller used the last lap to get by 
Lunde while Grissom did likewise to 
Jerry Raymer (Yam) for fifth in the 
moto, fourth overall. 

In the first 125cc Pro moto, Lunde 
snapped out of the gate in the lead 
followed by Scott Johnston (Suz), Rick 
Johnson (Yam) and Jim Cooke (Kaw). 
Johnston crashed near the top of the 
uphill the first lap, though, and 
dropped from contention.

Soldotna’s Scott Davis apparently held 
a home track advantage as he came 
away with wins in the 125cc and 250cc 
Expert classes on both days. The 500cc 
Expert class had different winners on 
both days with Anchorage’s Lewis 
Lamson and Jim Stewart sharing the 
honors. 

Saturday's racing saw Scott Davis, 
riding a Suzuki for Roger's Cycle of 
Soldotna, win all three motos of both 
the 125cc and 250cc Expert classes, 
Davis’ major competitor in the 125cc 
class is another Suzuki rider, Jeff 
Wolverton of Anchorage. Wolverton 
tried his best but couldn't get within 
passing distance. Finishing right 
behind Wolverton was Soldotna’s Scott 
Jackson also on a Suzuki. 

In the 250cc Expert class no one 
could touch Davis. Chris Patterson 
from Anchorage rode his Maico flaw- 
lessly but he was no match for Davis’ 
fast, smooth riding style. Patterson 
contested both the 250cc and 500cc 
Expert classes in the previous two 
rounds but elected to concentrate his 
talents in the 250cc Expert class. 
Wayne Broste, riding a Yamaha for 
Anchorage Cycle Sales, finished a 
respectable third. 

The 500cc Expert class provided the 
best action of the day. In the first moto 
Jim Stewart launched his KTM into 
the lead with Lewis Lamson on a 
Miller Equipment of Anchorage 
sponsored Can-Am following right 
behind, Both riders battled for the 
lead but Stewart tangled while passing 
a lapped rider, sending the lapped 
rider down.

Davis got 
going again but the Anchorage rider 
was able to hold him off to take the 
moto win. The second and third motos 
were wire to wire wins for Davis who 
wasn't about to settle for anything less. 

The 250cc Expert class was another 
Davis runaway. Patterson finished 
second again while third went to 
Canadian Al Ticiniski who brought his 
Yamaha 900 miles from Whitehorse, 
Yukon Territory. 

As the 500cc Expert lined up for the 
first moto, all eyes were focused on 
Stewart and Lamson, expecting a 
repeat of Saturday's racing. Stewart 
rocketed into a lead he never 
relinquished, with Lamson winding up 
the moto in second. The second moto 
was a surprise as many time Alaska 
State Champion Bruce Lockwood of 
Juneau, who came out of a three year 
retirement this season, chased Stewart 
to the finish line for a one-two KTM 
sweep. The final moto of the weekend 
was also the most exciting as Lawson 
pulled a holeshot with Stewart and 
Lockwood right on his tail. Lamson, 
Stewart, and Lockwood had a. three 
way dice going for three quarters of 
the moto until Lamson crashed hard 
during a pass attempt by Stewart. 
When Stewart slowed to look back, 
checking on Lamson’s condition, 
Lockwood was provided with the 
opportunity to blitz into the lead. 
During the final laps the two KTM 
riders switched the lead numerous 
times with Lockwood holding the 
advantage on the last lap. However, 
Stewart stuffed it inside Lockwood on 
the last corner and the two raced side 
by side with Stewart taking the win 
and the overall for the day by a mere 
wheel's length.

Gailen and George McGraw 
took the wins in the 125-200cc class 
and the 201-250cc, 251-300cc classes 
respectively. George McGraw took 
fastest time aboard his Bultaco with a 
mark of 4.221 seconds. 

McGraw made it look easy with a 
combination of smooth style, body 
English and just the right amount of 
throttle to scale the hill down to size. 

While McGraw and his cohorts were 
systematically carving a path up the 
hill, the real crowd pleaser was Mark 
Froehlich of Janesville, MN, aboard a 
Harley. The highly partisan crowd 
voiced their approval as the bellowing 
V-twin showered them with a rooster 
tail of rocks all the way to the summit. 
Froehlich won the Open class over 
Gordon Miller (Hon) and Wayne 
Pederson (Kaw).

AMA 125/500cc National Championship MX Series — Final rounds 


500cc win to Bell, title to LaPorte; 
scores 125cc victory

ST. PETERSBURG, FL, AUG. 26 


“I don’t have any race strategy planned for to- 
day,” said Team Yamaha’s Mike Bell just prior 
to the final 500cc round of the National Cham- 
pionship MX Series. “I just know I have to go 


out and win and put in an effort 
thats 100-percent. That’s all I 
can do.” 

And Bell did just that, wheel- 
ing his works OW41 Yamaha, 
tuned by Dave Osterman, to the over- 
all victory at Bill West’s Sunshine 
Speedway. The day's overall win was 
his reward at the end of one of the 
toughest and most dangerous cham- 


pionship battles ever, which saw seven 
of the top 10 riders in the class put out 
of action by the series’ end. 

But, as spectacular as Mike Bell’s 
performance was, it wasn’t good 
enough to overcome Danny LaPorte’s 
nine-point series lead from the 
previous weekend’s National. 

Team Suzuki's LaPorte had tried 
harder than any other rider to win a 
National Championship over the last 


three years, and he wasn’t about to let 
go of the points lead he had enjoyed 
since the beginning of the 10-race 
series after winning the opening round 
in Massachusetts. 

“I’m going to try and win here at St. 
Pete,” said LaPorte. “I’m not going to 
cruise.” 


500cc National 


When the gate kicked back for the 
first 45-minute moto, LaPorte showed 
his determination as he snared the 
holeshot over LOP’s Marty Moates, 
Honda's Jimmy Ellis and Bell. Within 
15 minutes Bell had pushed his way 
forward, amid the opposition and 
intense 90-degree heat and humidity, 
to challenge LaPorte for no more than 
a lap before taking over the lead. 
Danny hung back in second for a few 
laps, then after numerous attempts at 
repassing, took, back the, lead from 


Bell on the inside of a double bermed 
sand turn. Mike tried to stay with 
Danny, but at the 30-minute mark he 
seemed affected by the heat and, 
along with a quick stop at the pits, fell 
off his normal pace for a number of 
laps. 

That was all LaPorte needed to 
coast his way in for the first moto win. 


Team Husky’s Chuck Sun did well 
in moving up to fourth place behind 
Ellis. Steve Stackable’s 426cc LOP 
Yamaha held off the battle for sixth 
between teammate Moates and 
Keystone Motocross Works Yamaha 
rider Mickey Kessler. 

LaPorte’s ace mechanic Pat 
Alexander looked worried when 
LaPorte dropped his factory RN-420 
Suzuki in the first turn after the start 
of the second moto. He stalled the 
engine and remounted in nearly last

place as Bell disappeared with the lead 
over Sun, Stackable, Ellis, Arlo 
Englund, Kessler and Parry Klassen. 
LaPorte wasted no time in making up 
lost ground and within 10 minutes he 
had clinched eighth place which 
assured him of the 500cc National 
title. From that point on LaPorte rode 
conservatively and safely, but 


improved his position by moving up to. 


fifth by the end of the race behind 
Englund, Stackable, and Kessler. 


Mike Bell, meanwhile, had nearly a 
30-second cushion over the strong 
riding Kessler to claim the moto and 

` the overall win as well. 


Front runners Ellis and Sun, who 
recently returned to the circuit after a 
period of recuperating from injuries, 
were still not up to the heated pace for 
two full motos; Sun dropped back to 
sixth and Ellis to 20th. 





. It was certainly a fitting end to the 
500cc National Championship Series 
with Mike Bell taking the race win and 
Danny LaPorte claiming the title.

Dutchman Gerrit Wolsink just held on to his

The tall Dutchman crashed 
out of race one and started the 
second just five points clear of 
third-placed Andrew Malherbe, 


of Belgium (Honda), with Malherbe 
the early leader in this race, Wolsink 
knew he must finish fourth or better if 
he was to retain the runner-up position 
overall. 

Inthe final event fourth was just 
whee he did cross the line. Now he has 
177 points new champion Graham 
Noyce (Honda) now has. 225 after 
finishing fourth in race one and drop- 
ping out of race two. 

Overall winner (on time) over the 
Ettelbruck circuit, some 40 miles nor- 


th of Luxembourg city, was Malherbe 
who shared a win and a second place 
with American Brad Lackey 
(Kawsaki). 

Lackey took race one after 
relegating Malherbe to second four 
laps from the end. In race two, 
though, the Belgian. took a start-to- 
finish victory and the Lackey 
challenge faded when he crashed eight 
laps from the- end, losing valuable 
time. 

Lackey was unable to win back the 
third place in the points table that 
Malherbe took in the previous round 
at Namur, Belgium, and.now has 173 
points to Malherbe’s 176. Never-

Parker rules Indy as Hank Scott anc

“I’m going to come back and win tomorrow,” 
was Scott Parker’s boast after his green light to 
checkered flag victory ride in the Winston Pro 
Series Indianapolis Mile. Unfortunately for 


Parker and the 20,000 fans on 
hand for the Saturday night half 
of the double Indy Mile Nation- 
als, rain on Sunday washed out 
the second half. The event was 
rescheduled for the night of 
September 1. 

Parker, all but crowned as Rookie of 
the Year, had little trouble in winning 
his second National of the season. He 
was followed home by Hank Scott and 
Jay Springsteen with Randy Goss and 
Steve Eklund rounding out the top 
five. 

“I taught him all he knows,” joked 
Springsteen. “The problem is, he 
learned too well. You get no respect 
from these youngsters.” 

Hank Scott was also in a jovial 
mood. “Second place isn’t winning, 
but it feels good. Things are really 
coming together now and we'll (tuner 
Carl Patrick and Scott) be strong for 
the rest of the year.” 

While the celebrating was going on, 
Steve Eklund sat in his pit area 
confident in the fact that he had 
beaten Springsteen — not on the track, 
but in the psychological war that has 
been going on between the pair as the 
season gallops to a close. Springsteen 
clipped a scant three points off 
Eklund’s front place tally, leaving the 
defending champ 39 points behind — 
229 to 190.

Cloudy skies throughout the 
afternoon and a good job by the track 
crew kept the track in top-notch 
condition. 

Time Trials 

Skip Aksland signaled that he was 
ready to make up for the bad luck that 
has been plaguing him this season as 
he put his Mert Lawwill prepared, PJ1 
Lubricants-sponsored Harley-Davidson 
XR750 into the top spot in time trials 
with a 37.889 second run. Steve 
Eklund picked up second fast time 
with a 38.020 clocking while Hank and 
Gary Scott and Springsteen filled out 
the five fastest. 

In all, 74 riders showed up for 
qualifying with Californian Tom 
Berry having the distinction of being 
the 48th fastest. 


Heats 

The first heat was a crowd pleaser 
and an omen of things to come. 
Parker, aboard his Klotz/Wiseco 
Harley, and Springsteen, on the H-D 
factory entry, played pass and re-pass 
all over the track in the first half of the 
race. The fans were treated to an extra 
show as Parker would wave 
Springsteen to come on and race when 
he passed and Springer did the same 
when it was his turn. 

Behind the pair, Garth Brow was 
leading a closely knit group containing 





Terry Poovey and Skip Aksland who 
were swapping positions at will. The 
fantastic ballet continued in the front 
five until lap eight when Springsteen 
went by Parker for good and Brow 
established himself in third. One lap 
later Poovey was out with an unusual 
problem — the flywheel had come 
adrift on his Doug Sehl entry. Aksland 
went out on the same lap with a blown 
engine. Brow, riding a John Apple 
prepared XR, cruised home in third. 

The second heat produced another 
dogfight for the win between Corky 
Keener and Steve Eklund. Eklund held 
the lead where it counted for the first 
five laps with Keener coming on strong 
on lap six to grab the point on his self- 
sponsored, Al Stangler-prepared 
Harley. 

Eklund was back in front on lap 
seven with a slingshot pass on the back 
straight with Keener again taking 
command — this time for good — 
with a drive off turn four and a pass as 
the pair entered the first turn on lap 
eight. 

Steve Morehead had been taking all 
the action in, but was unable to move 
his factory Harley within striking 
distance. Keener's heat would hold up 
as the fastest of the evening to earn 
him the pole for the National. 

Heat three saw Gene “Burritto” 
Romero hook up and move out at the 
start. Romero, aboard a Mert Lawwill 
prepared XR with sponsorship from 
Busch, soon found himself being 
challenged by Hank Scott. and Ted 
Boody. In one quick move on lap three 
Boody, in his first race since breaking 
his -right wrist in a road racing 
accident June 17, put his Arai- 
sponsored mount into the lead. 

The swapping of positions continued 
at a furious pace with Scott finally 
pulling out a short lead on lap seven. 
That didn’t sit too well with Romero. 





He closed on Scott on lap eight and 
then as the pair exited turn two on lap 
nine Romero drafted by into the lead. 
Exiting turn four, the pair were side- 
by-side and remained that way to the 
flag with Romero the winner by 
inches. Boody took third. 

Gary Scott enjoyed the lead in the 
fourth heat for the first six laps until 
the rear brake on his KK Motorcycle 
Supply/Sizemore Traveland XR all 
but locked up slowing him 
dramatically. On the same lap, Billy 
Schaeffer accidentally hit the kill 
switch on his mount and went from a 
hard charging fourth to the back of 
the pack with Scott. Mike Kidd and 
Bubba Rush, who had been battling 
for second were now suddenly in a duel 
for the win. 

Kidd continued to hold onto the 
lead despite challenges from the 
Harley of Rush. Randy Goss had come 
from a slow start to third and on the 
final lap took his Doug Sehl prepared 
entry past Rush on the back straight. 
Rus took it back at the flag. 


Semis 

Rick Hocking assured himself a 
place in the National by leading all 10 
laps of the first semi, but the second 
transfer position — and another ticket 
to the National — went right to the 
flag. 

On lap eight Tommy Duma, Ricky 
Campbell, Jackie Mitchell, Ronnie 
Jones and Steve Freeman all had a shot 
at second. The race to the checkers 
from turn four was won by Duma, who 
put his O’Brien Flowmetrics XR 
inches ahead of Campbell and 
Freeman, 

Billy Labrie wasn’t quite sure how 
he would make out in the second semi. 
“The bike is pretty stock,” he said. “It 
won't really run with the fast guys, but 
I think I have a chance.” Labrie, was

Trophy Race 

“Tt was hard to tell who was going to 
win when we came off turn four. 
Everybody was going for it,” said Steve 
Freeman of his win by inches over 
Ricky Campbell. However, Campbell 
was sure he had won and told the 
officials so. Their decision stood. 

The third party in the duel was 
Jackie Mitchell who had led for nearly 
all 12 laps. Mitchell held a good lead 
in the early going. “I was riding as 
hard as I could,” said Mitchell. “But 
when you don’t have ‘horsepower on a 
horsepower track, someone is going to 
catch you.” 

Going into the final lap, Mitchell 
led Freeman and Campbell with about 
10 lengths separating each. That 
closed up on the back straight, but 
Mitchell stilt led exiting turn four. The 
trio spread out in a drag race to the 
flag with Mitchell coming up third by 
about half a bikelength. 

“Remember,” said Freeman, “that I 
live in Simpsonville, South Carolina. 
Everyone always writes North 
Carolina. Please don’t forget Team E 
& H, they deserve a lot of credit.”

In the middle of the crowd of well- 
wishers was Larry Shafer who had 
built both of Parker’s National 
winning engines. “A couple of people 
told me it was a fluke when I built 
Parker’s DuQuoin winning engine. I

The bike, which Larry Johnson 
did most of the work on, worked really 
well. I felt good, the bike felt good and 
the track felt good. That's all you 
need. Be sure you mention Klotz, 
Wiseco and Esprit and the help they 
give me.” 

Steve Eklund, via his fourth place, 
gained another two points on defen- 
ding AMA Grand National Champion 
Jay Springsteen and now holds a com- 
manding 42 point lead in the chase for 
the crown, Springsteen finished sixth. 

Originally scheduled for Sunday, 
the event was postponed until Monday 
due to wet track conditions. Saturday 
night's rain was matched by rain on 
Sunday night, but after five more 
hours of track prep on Monday prac- 
tice began. 

Time Trials 

Hank Scott, Randy Goss and Terry 
Poovey squeezed themselves within 
three-thousandths of a second at the 
top of the qualifying list. Scott, aboard 
the Patrick Racing/Sure-Fire 
Distributing/Carlisle XR, ticked the 
clocks at 25.42 seconds with Goss at 
25.44 and Poovey, on his Doug Sehl 
monoshock XR at 25.45. Joe Wilson 
put his Capshaw Enterprises XR in at 
fourth fastest with Mike Kidd fifth on 
the clocks. 

Heats 

Kidd set his sights on being the pre-

flag win in the first heat. Hank Scott 
banged his way to second - literally ac- 
cording to Rick Graham, who felt 
Scott had caused his trip into the 
haybales in turn one while challenging 
for third - as Phil Darcy maintained 
his grip on third. 


The second heat was red flagged af- 
ter Garth Brow and Mike Caves 
tangled in turn one. Brow jammed his 
foot in turn four while leading and 
slowed to pull off the track when Caves 


went high to pass and crashed into. 


him. The break in the action gave 
Steve Eklund a chance to switch to a 
soft compound tire on the rear and ad- 
just both the forks and shocks. Unfor- 
tunately; the changes didn’t help as 
Eklund still finished fifth behind Goss, 
Gary Scott and Rick Hocking on the 
Southern Nevada H-D/Chris Ar- 
mstrong XR. 

Heat three found Corky Keener 
taking the early lead with heavy 
pressure from Poovey and Springsteen. 
Poovey bumped Keener from the lead 
with an inside move as the pair entered 
turn one on the third lap. Springsteen 
got past Keener on the back straight 
and the trio held position to the finish. 

Billy Labrie found he had the right 
combination for jet-like drives off tur- 
ns two and four and worked that ad- 
vantage into a ten lap romp in the 
fourth heat. Steve Morehead, Joe 
Wilson and Scott Drake got into a 
three way battle for second that went 
right down to the flag between 
Morehead and Drake after Wilson 
found himself shut out. Drake put his 
Tex Peel tuned XR within a foot of 
Morehead’s H-D factory mount at the 
finish. 

Junior Invitational 

It took six laps for Rick Resweber to 
move his self-sponsored Harley to the 
front of the field in the Junior In- 
vitational race. Eighteen riders had 
been invited with time trials cutting 
the entry to the 12 fastest. Russ 
Gourley grabbed the lead at the green 
light, but his time at the front was 
short-lived as Andy West stormed his 
way into the lead. Resweber was 
running about sixth. 


By lap four West was slowing with a 
sick engine and Resweber was on the 
move. Two laps later Resweber was in 
the lead and waving good-bye to the 
field. Rick Volk chased him home. 


Semis 

Steve Eklund knew that he had to 
win the first semi to get his ticket to the 
National, and that’s just what he did at 
the expense of Skip Aksland. Eklund 
hounded Aksland for four laps and 
then moved past for the win. 

The second semi saw plenty of hard 
charging by Scott Parker. Scott Pear- 
son and Joe Wilson held the top two 
spots, but that didn’t stop Parker as he 
nailed Wilson in the closing laps and 
then blew past Pearson on the back 
straight with one lap to go. Unfor- 
tunately, Parker couldn't get stopped 
in time for turn three and his heroics 
went for naught as Pearson took the 
win. 


National 

The program was flopped with the 
National running first at the request 
(orders?) of the fair officials who 
needed to put the finishing touches on 
the facility for a concert by the Beach 
Boys later that evening. 

Kidd showed his Topeka winning 
form and grabbed the lead when the 


green light blinked followed by 
Poovey, Goss, Labrie, Keener, 
Morehead, Gary Scott and 


Springsteen. Eklund, with a third row 
start, was 10th. 

Poovey probed Kidd’s defenses on 
the first two laps and found a way 
around on the third lap when Kidd 
slipped off the groove in turn four and 
dropped to fourth. However, Poovey's 
lead didn’t last long as he made the 
same mistake one lap later. His misfor- 
tune was compounded when the brake 
line broke and he retired one lap later. 

Goss took over after Poovey's slip 
and was not to be headed for the 
remainder of the 20 lap National. 
Billy Labrie held onto Goss for the 
next few laps. “I tried to catch Ran- 
dy,” said Labrie after the, race, “but 
my tire was going-away and I decided 
to play it safe and settle for second.” 

Behind Labrie, Keener and Kidd 
had settled into a battle for third with 
Morehead, Gary Scott, Springsteen, 
Eklund, Pearson and Drake in a long 
train waiting for a mistake by a rider 
in front. i 

“This was probably the roughest 
track and most physical race I’ve been 
in in a long time,” said Gary Scott 
when it was over. “It was a war mort 
than a race.”

The banging and bashing continued 
as each rider tried to gain an advan- 
tage by getting the most drive off the 
corners to position themselves for entry 
going into the next corner. Both Scott 
and Eklund moved by Springsteen in 
this fashion. Springer would later 
mention that there was a lot of unspor- 
tsman like conduct on the track and 
that he twice had help slipping off the 


, groove. 


From laps seven through 16 Eklund 
held off Springsteen in their battle for 
seventh. On the following lap Hank 
Scott stuffed a wheel under Springer 
and he was eighth. 

Kidd had been trying every 
available opening to get around 
Keener and on lap 18 he decided it was 
now or never. “I committed myself 
coming off turn two to get underneath 
Keener as we entered turn three. Un- 
fortunately, I,couldn’t get stopped in 
time and I hit Corky's rear wheel 
which, in the end, took both of us out 
of the race. I was wrong. It was a 
dumb move on my part and I'm 
sorry.” 

Keener, having closed to within 
striking distance of Labrie at that time 
was less than happy. Then, to add in- 
sult to injury, the AMA initially listed 
Kidd ahead of Keener in the results. 

With Keener and Kidd out, Gary 
Scott and Eklund moved into third 
and fourth to follow Goss and Labrie 
home. 


Trophy Race 

Joe Wilson’s verbal barrage to AMA 
officials who had considered scrubbing 
the Trophy Race did some good. Not 
only did the race get run (after the 
National), but Wilson came out on 
top. Following Wilson to the winner's 
circle was Billy Schaeffer on the 
Schaeffer's H-D/Zeckman's Cycle Cen- 
ter/Taylor White sponsored XR and 
Bubba Rush aboard the Edwards 
Motor Co./Jemco/Lee Rush spon 
sored Harley.
